BURIED IN POTTER'S FIELD 



Last Saturday evening the train 
commonly known ns the Minneapolis 
train arriving here at 8:06 o'clock, 
struck and killed a man, at the Fairman 
■crossing at Loon Lake. - The train was 
stopped, the remains picked up and 
brouRht to the depot here. An under- 
taker was summoned and the remains 
were placedjn the undertakinR parlors. 

No ono seemed to know the Identity 
of the victim and for a time it seemed 
as though hia name would never be 
known. It was however, learned that 
his name was Peter Johnson and that 
he had been employed at the East Loon 
.Lake ice house for five and one half 
days previous to his death, coming 
there from an employment agency in 
Chicago, ' Judging from appearances 
his age was placed at about thirty-5ve 
years. 

The inquest was not held until six 
o'clock Tuesday evening as that was 
the earliest date upon which the train 
crew could be present and give their 
testimony. The engineer and fireman 
testified that the man was walking on 
the track in a southerly direction. evi- 
dently going back to the ice house 
from this village. He was directly 
facing the oncoming train but seemed 
to pay no attention to its advance. 
The engineer signaled to him and as he 
did not heed, a secondslgnal was sbuhd' 
ed, when this had no effect, the brakes 
vere set but the train could not then 
be stopped in time. No bones were 
broken and the main injury was in the 
chest. 

The coroners jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death.whilev walking on 
, the Soo Line tracks. 

The remains were buried in the pot- 
ters field at the Hillside cemetery Wed- 
nesday.

GROW FERNS FOR A CHANGE 



BY L. M. BENNINGTON. 

Tho ordinary way to propagate this 
class of plants Is by dividing tho 
plants, by tho creeping rhizomes, by 
the little bulbols that form on tho 
fronds and by tho seeds or spores 
that appear on tho underside of the 
leaves. 

The ontorprlslng fern lover will find 
It most Interesting to propagate by 
spores and perchance produce a really 
valuable addition to these beautiful 
and graceful plants. 

Procure a seed pan or a box with 
plenty of drainage holes and cover the 
bottom with broken crockery. 

On this place half-decayed sod and 
fill with carefully mixed and sifted 
leaf mold and sand. 

Make the surface pf tho soil per- 
fectly smooth and level and then scat- 
ter the spores on It and leave them 
without any covering, that Is of soil. 
However, they must ho Inclosed in 
glass by placing a pano of glass over 
the seed box or pan. , 

"Water by placing the seed pan In 
water and keep It there until tho wa- 
ter appears on tho surface of the soil. 

Then remove at once, for too much 
water will destroy tho spores.. "Keep 
tho box In the light, but not tho sun, 
remembering- that ferns .naturally 
grow In shady places and that wo 
should, try and follow nature's lead. 



PLANT SHADE TREES. 

When you are planning to plant 
trees around tho house it will he well 
to give a thought to the Japanese 
walnut arid the Downing mulberry. 

Tho Japanese walnut was first im- 
ported from tho Orient about twenty 
years ago and is rapidly growing In 
popularity wherever It has been 
tested. 

It docs not boar much roscmblanco 
to our native kind, differing In leaf 
and manner of growth. It does not 
start many limbs, and they are thick, 
stubby and blunt "Wlion bare of leaves 
Its appearance is not very prepossess- 
ing or graceful, but when In loaf it 
will compare in beauty with any of 
our shade trees, and Is sure to attract 
Hho admiration of ovory observer of 
tree life. 

Its leaves arc largo and tropical In 
outline and make a dense shade. To 
all these qualities of a fine shade tree 
It adds the value of a nut tree. It 
boars a nut something like our native 
butternut in shape, but not so large. 
Those nuta are borne In clusters and 
In great abundance and one of tho 
host features of theso trees Is the very 
early age they come Into bearing. 
They begin at three or four years. 
They are vigorous and hardy growers. 

Tho Downing mulberry, or perhaps 
one of the Bcvcral other so-called over- 
bearing varlotlcB, makes a good sec- 
ond choice. There la not a great deal 
of difference between any of tho mul- 
berries, though it Is said the Downing 
Is not hardy in tho North. 

It is a very rapid growing tree, 
Which In itself is a very valuable 
quality In n shade tree. Us leaves are 



large and make a fine shade and from 
every point of view It Is a beautiful 
tree except, perhaps, that s6mo might 
object to tho fact that It hoars fruit 
In abundance. 

This quality, however, should make 
It prized all tho more by tho farmer. 
For a number of weeks It produces 
delicious berries that are the delight 
of the children and of the birds and 
fowls. 

Birds of all kinds may be seen in 
its branches feasting on tho berries 
and making the yard cheerful with 
their presence and their song. Tho 
catbird and .thrush, jay and mocking 
bird are all willing not to molest tho 
more valuable cherries *as long as 
they con get all tho mulberries they 
want. 



' SOME NOTES IN SEASON

. The main planting season la. over 
now, but do not forget to look out 
for and renew any plants that have 
not. thrived so far. 

"We misa a part of tho satisfaction 
of growing flowers where wo do not 
profit by last year's experience and 
utilize that knowledge to better our 
home grounds this year. 

neraembor most flowers do not suc- 
ceed in a shady yard. If your garden 
plot la of that nature do not. despair 
of having flowers, hut wisely plant 
tho things that thrive In the shildo 
and take your toll in panslcg, ferns 
and other well-known lovers of shady 
comers. 

Do not work the soil too dooply 
about plants that root close to the 
surface; merely break tho crust with 
tho claw-rake, or with tho fingers. 

Go over tho garden after a hard 
rain, loosening the soil and the hose 
will not be so much In demand. 

Keep the straggling geraniums out 
back, and give rich food and plenty 
of water and they will bloom until 
frost and be In good shape for win- 
tering in the cellar. 

Nearly all plants thrive boat If 
given plenty of breathing space, either 
by spacing when transplanting or by 
pruning off tho side branches. Many 
plants give fnrger and bettor bloom 
for this vigorous lopping off. 

Keep the sod edges trimmed around 
the borders; all gravel or loose walks 
allowing a growth of weeds should be 
well soaked with otrong brine and 
band weeded. 

Hand picking Is the only way to ex- 
terminate some Insects. It aooms al- 
most useless to try poisoning tho roao 
slug. 



HOW TO MAKE A FLAT. 



A flat Is a shallow box three or four 
inches deep and of any convenient 
Blze. Bore a fow holes In tho bottom 
and put In a layer of cinders; then 
fill with light, rich loam and sand, 
about half and half. Smooth and firm 
tho soil with a fiat board and then 
draw linos across tho soil two or throe 
inches apart In these furrows sow 
tho seed.

Austria Says Teutons Retired Before 
Concentrated Fire of Greatly Su- 
perior Force — Town Reported De- 
stroyed — Germans Repulse Attacks.

Pctrograa, via London, June 20. — 
The capture Hfter bitter Ilglitlng by 
the lluKHhins of Czeruowltz, cnplUil of 
Uio Austro-Uungnrinn crownUind of 
Hukowlnn, was oIHclally announced 
by tlio llusalan war olllcc. The olllclal 
Htatement follows: 

"General LeclmltzUy's troops cap- 
tured by assault the bridgehead at 
Czernowllz, on the left bunk of the 
I'ruth. After deHperate nghtlng for 
the passage of the river, where tlio 
oueuiy had destroyed tlie bridges, wo 
occupied Czernowili!. 

"The Germans furiously attacked 

the vHlngo of Svldnlks, on the north 

bank of the Stekhod. We repulsed 

• the nttnck. notwlthHtandlng tJio lire 

of tlie enemy's armored train. 

"According to the latest partlculam 
of the llghUng from the 5th to the 
17th, General Kaled!«e3 has taken as 
prlsonors, 1,301) ollicors, 10 surgeons 
and 70.000 men and 83 guns. 2:10 ma- 
chine guns, and an enormous quantity 
of inaterluj. 

"On the front of General Brusal- 
loITs army tlie enemy maintains* bla 
resistance, making repeated countcr- 
nltacks, which our troops repulsed 
Huccossfully, pressing tlie enemy more 
closely In various directions and tak- 
ing prisoners and booty." 

Vienna, via London, .lune 20.— The 
evacuation of Czernpwllz by the Aus- 
trlnns after the Ilufislans had forced 
the passage of the Fruth and pene- 
trated the city was announced by the 
war oillce. 

The olllclal stntomcnt says: "The 
garrison of the bridgehead at Czerno- 
wltz withdrew before superior ene;ny 
lire. During the night tJie enemy at 
several points forced a passage of 
yie Prulh and penetrated Czernowltz, 
which we evacuated." 

The statement claims Uie repulse of 
llusalan counter-attacks In Volhyula 
and the gaining of ground north of 
Oorochoflf, north of the Lipa. with the 
capture of 000 Uusstan prisoners and 
tliree machine guns. 

It reports the Germans successful 
to the north of Torya, where 11 Rus- 
sian ofllcers, 3.-M0 men, one gun and 
ton machine guns were taken. 

Petrograd, via London, June 20.— 
Czcrnowltz, the capital of Bukowlna. 
Ims been almost completely destroyed 
In the fierce battle that has been rag- 
ing there, and the Austrian forces ai'o 
being fast enveloped tiy Unsslan 
troops which are cutting them oft 
from their Bukowlna army.

Chief of German Army Staff Stricken 

With Apoplexy While Attendlnfl 

Mourning Service In Reichstag.

Count Uelmuth von 
Mollke, chief of the suppleinyutary 
general stalt of the army, died of 
apoplexy during a service of mourn- 
ing lu tJio rekhstag on Sunday for the 
hue Field Marshal von der Goltz, ac- 
.cordlng to a telegram received from 
lierlln. V 

General von Moltko was born May 
;23, 1818. In GersUorf, Meckluaburg. 
IHo took part with distinction lu the 
Iwur against France, being decorated 
IwUh the Iron cross of the second class. 

In 18S1 he was assigned to the gen- 
leral staff of the army. 

lie was appointed chief of the gen- 
;eral BtalT February 10, lOOJ, and 
'served In tliat capacity until lato In 
11U14. . 



Cruiser, Destroyer and Twelve Mer- 
chantmen Sent to the Bottom — 
Berlin Admits Lobs. 

Copenhagen, Juno 10^— The German 
cruiser Koenig von Sachscn (King of 
Saxony), a destroyer and 12 merchant- 
men have been sunk In n sea flglit in 
the Baltic, according to a report re- 
ceived on AVednesday by tlie Exchange 
Telegraph company. 

The Dagena Nyheter publishes the 
following: 

"Fourtcpn German merchant ships, 
convoyed by eight armed trawlers, the 
cruiser Koenig von Sachscn and two 
destroyers In the Baltic, were sudden- 
ly nttnckcd by six Uusslnn destroyers 
and submarines. The Gennans fled. 
It la believed 12 of the merchaatmen 
were sunk. A trawler hns arrived at 
Nykoping with 150 survivors of a Ger- 
man destroyer. The Koenig von Sach- 
sen was sunk with all himds." 

The hnttio, according to dlspiitchos 
from' Nykoplng, took place between 
midnight and one o'clock In the morn- 
ing at n point near Ilevrlnge. Two 
hundred shots were heard on shore. 

The reported engagement apparent- 
ly resulted from an attempt of the 
Germans to land a large body of re- 
enforcements for Field Marshal von 
Hlndcnburg'g ofTenalve against the 
Ilusslim line In the region of Jacoh- 
stadt, on the RIga-DvInsk front 

Available naval registers do not list 
the Koenig van Suchscn. It prnbahly 
Is one of the four cruisers Inld down 
In 1013 and expected to be completed 
during last year and this. 

Berlin (via London), June 10. — An 
ofliclnl statement issued hero says: 
"Tho nnxlllary cruiser Hermann was 
nttaclccd by four Uusslim destroyers 
In Norrkoeping bight. After a cour- 
ageous resistance the vessel became 
allro and was blown up by the crew. 
Tho commander und most of the crew 
wero saved," 



Mexicans Fire on Camp at Night, and 

Are Routed After a Short 

Skirmish. 

Laredo, Tex., iTunolO. — Following an 
Invasion of American territory on 
Thursday by 100 Mexican bandits, who 
crossed the Rio Gnindo and attacked 
an American border patrol near San 
IgnaclQ, -10 miles southeast of here. In 
which three American troopers were 
killed and six wounded and eight of 
the Invaders slain and several wound- 
ed, as the Americans drove them back 
across the river, Carranza troops took 
up tho pursuit and killed four more of 
the bandits. 

The Mexicans expected to find an In- 
significant detachment of Americana. 
Instead they were met by Troops I and 
M of tlifi Fourteenth cavalry. 140 
strong, under MaJ. Alonzo Gray. 

Tho bnndlts soon lost heart and re- 
treated southward along tho river, 
keeping on the American Hide for some 
distance before crossing back to Mexi- 
can soil. 

The attack begnn at two o'clock. The 
fighting lasted about thirty minutes. 
A bright moon lighted the scene. 

I'he Americans were only partly sur- 
prised. The Jfoxlcans succeeded In 
making their way iiround the rear of 
Hie pntrol's camp. The first shot was 
fired at a sentry.

American soldiers killed: Trlvato 
Charles S. F. Flowers, Private ICdward 
Katonah and I'rlvate Nlmnden. 



DARIO RESTA WINS RACE 



London, June 21.— Extensive aerial 
acUvitles are reported la Monday's 
accounts of fighting aloug the western 
front. 

One German aeroplane was brought 
down Inside' of British lines, near 
Doullcns, tJie occupants being made 
prisoners. Two BrlUsh fighting aero- 
planes encountered two Fokkers In 
the vicinity of Lens. One hostile 
machine, was drlveu down damaged; 
the other, shot down, crashed to earth 
from 4,000 feet. In ouier air flghta 
two more German machines were 
driven down lu a damaged condition 
and aaother was brought Uowu near 
Wlngles. 

Hostile reconnolBSnnces^ which 
crossed British Hues lu force were 
attacked and lUspersed by aeroplanes. 
One of the British pilots reports see- 
ing two hostile machines hit by autl- 
ulrcraft fire' 

^Vs the result of the air combats 
two British machines were bi'ought 
down in the enemy's lines. 

rnris. June 21.— The bfilclul com- 
munication Issued by the war olUco 
reads : 

"Between the Avre and the Olse 
two enemy detachuients, after ' a 
spirited bamhardment, attempted to 
approach our lines; tliey were re- 
pulsed by grenades. 

"On tho left bank of the Mouse 
the artillery actioa was Intermittent. 
On the right bank there was a violent 
bomburdmeat north of tlie Thlau- 
mont fortified work und In tlie sec- 
tors of Vuux, Chupltre and Souvllle. 

"An enemy air stiuadrou dropped 
numerous projectiles on a vlUago 
south of Verdun, where a camp of 
German prisoners was located. Sev- 
eral of these prisoners were killed or 
wounded. 

Berlin, June 21.— Tho following 
Btutenient on military operations was 
iKSUod by Gernum army lieadquarters ; 
"Western front— South of the Belgo- 
Frencli frontier, as far as the Somme, 
fighting (Continues. 

"Explosion of a German mine on 
La Fille Mort height In the Argonne 
gave good results. 

"In the Mouse region (Verdun front)' 
the firing Increased appreciably t^ 
ward evening and during tlie night' 
It attained great Intensity on I^ead 
Man hill and to the west of the hill, 
as well as In the sector of tlTe front 
from TldaumontSvood-to Fort Vaux. 

"As previously reported during the 
night of the 17th an enemy attack 
at Thinumont wood was repulsed. 

"Several attempts at night attacks 
by the enemy In Fumln wood wero 
completely repulsed by hand grenade 
engagements. 

"One British biplane fell noiir Lens 
and another nofth of Arras after 
aerial battles. Two of the occupants 
were killed. 

"One French machine was shot 
down west of the Argonne. A Ger- 
man air squadron attacked the rail- 
way and military factory establish- 
ments at Baccarat and Ilaon I'Etape." 



With Sliver and Othor Metala Year'B 
Production Is Around 

$30,000,000. 

Not all of tlio gold of this country 
comes from Alaska and the Rocky 
Mountain states. A good-sized lump 
of It, more than '10,000 ounces, worth 
$224,250, Is dug out of the mountains 
here In the East, remarka the New 
York Bun. 

Gold*hunter8 dreamed for years of 
hidden wealth of yellow metal in the 
southern part of tho Appalachian 
range. Some of them stopped dream- 
ing and went to work, mlaslng an El- 
dorado but gaining enough profit to 
pay well for their dally labor. As a 
result 59 gold and placer mines and 
24 deep gold mines have been devel- 
oped. 

The moat productive of these are In 
North Carolina, Georgia and Alabama. 
Tho last-named state has not done bo 
well as In some previous years, but 
both the others have exceeded the pro- 
duction of 1914. The largest placer 
mine la In Rutherford county. North 
Carolina, ■ and the most productive 
deep mine in Montgomery county, In 
thb eame stato. 

But tho whole story of metal mining 
In the East is not told In the quest 
for gold. Besides this precious min- 
eral, silver, copper, load and zinc have 
been produced In quantities Bufflcient 
to make a total last year of almost 
thirty million dollars. This Is nearly 
three times the value of tho preced- 
ing year's production, tho increase In 
gold alone being more than fifty thou- 
sand dollars.

■determined to send a meEBcngor Into 
iKilaware to bring back an absent dele- 
cate who it was known would vote 
right if he were present. They looked 
|for a hard rtder with the cause (it 
iboart. a man who would ride the race 
|lor liberty and count fatigue a pleoa- 
nre. They found him in a man whose 
name i» unknown to posterity, but who 
deserves well of it. 

"Tho unknown rode on his mission. 
Jle tore away, at> one of his contempo- 
raries bore witness, as If the devil 
.■were at his htels. He broke eiietiug 
records and sent the ahseDt delegate 
[back in a hot hurry and In time to 
vote. The Declaration debates and 
3)roceedings were secret, but there waa 
m Btory well believed that the resolu- 
tion carried by one vote. We have 
Paul Revere's ride In living verse, but 
no one haa sung the song of the un- 
known rider, 'The Man "VVho Made 
the Fourth.'

Govprnors of Siriatoa and Yucatan In 

Open Declaration of Hostilities — 

Admiral Wlnslow With Small 

Fleet Leaves San Diego. 



Jlexico City, Junu 20, vlii Gulvuston. 
—First Chief Carraiiza In im Interview 
said : 

"I have orderotl the military U'liders 
of our forces near Uie border not to 
jiormlt the further passing of any 
AmoHciin forces Into Mexican terri- 
tory. If they iittonipt to pass they will 
be attacked by the constitutiunalist 
forces, 

"The Instructions given by General 
Trevino to General Pershing not to ad- 
vance farther were Issued by ine to 
the war department, which transmit- 
ted tJiem to Generid Trevino," 

The tlrst chief was oinphntic in his 
statement that the first American ex- 
pedition "Was not an attempt to catch 
bandits. 

"In spite of friendly words," said 
the general, '*thore 1ms been no friend- 
ly co-operation on the part of the 
Americans, They took their heavy 
cannon and all their Implements for 
a campaign Into Mexico. It was" not 
alone for bandits. The Mexican peo- 
ple, ■who have waited patiently for 
three m'onths, believing the words of 
the United States, nov^ believe that 
these words were not sincere, and are 
becoming Indlgimnt." 

General Carranza repeated again 
that Mexico does not want war, and 
that no attempt lias or will be made 
by Jlexico to croSs Into the United 
States, but he stated the sovereignty 
of Mexico must be respected. 

"We will resist any attempt at In- 
vasion, "We are weak, while the United 
States Is strung, but we will light un- 
til the lust," he suld. 

Wlnslow Moves With Fleet. 
San Diego, Cal.,, Jnne 20. — Admiral 
Wlnslow with his flagship, the cruiser 
San Dlegn, the Denver, the Cleveland 
and tlie Chattanooga left here for the 
Mexican coast with a landing force of 
0,000 men. 20 Held pieces, gatUngs and 
other rapid-tire guas. He was called 
by olUcIal notice from Commander 
Kavanaugh that the state of Slnalon 
declared war Sunday on the United 
States and opened tire on a party of 
United States bluejackets when they 
went ashore to ask what it was all 
about. 

Open Fire on Bluejackets. 
AVhen Commander Kavanaugh re- 
ceived word that the governor of Slna- 
loa had declared war on the United 
States he sent ICnsign 0. 0. Kesslng 
and Assistant Taymaster Andrew Mo- 
wiit ashore with a l)oatload of blue- 
Jackets to learn from the governor just 
what he meant. 

"When the cutter drew up at the 
wharf of Mazatlan and was being 
made fast a compnny of Jlexlcun sol- 
diers opened lire. Boatswain's Mate I, 
M. Laughter fell, mortully wounded, 
and ICnsign ICessing gave the command 
to his men to tire. Six Mexican sol- 
diers dropped. 

Then, with the coolness of an old 
admiral, the young olllcor carried out 
his Instructions to the letter, marched 
up to the fortress and demanded to 
see the governor. 

The ensign was arrested, but Com- 
mander KavanauKh hacked 1dm up In 
tnio American style, and threatened to 
open lire on (lie town If he were not 
released at once. lie was relased. 

Itadlograms have Informed Admiral 
^Vlnslow that the military governor of 
Guaymus has cidled every male Mexi- 
can to arms and Is driving all Ameri- 
cans out of Guaynias, l-^mpalme and the 
Taqal valley country. The fugitives 
ore being taken aboard the cruiser 
Cleveland and the supply steamer 
Glacier. 

Two States Declare War. 
San Diego, Cab, .Tune 20.— Without 
■waiting for the government at Mexico 
City to act, two Mexican states al- 
ready have declared war on the United 
States, and one at least has begun 
lighting. Comnninder Arthur ICava- 
■ muiKh of the gunboat Annapolis ut 
Mnzatlan olliclally wirelessed Admiral 
"Wlnslow here that the state of Slna- 
lon, on the Gulf of California, has de- 
clared war. Messengers from Progreso 
also brought word to Galveston that 
the state of Yticatan, the southeastern 
extremity of Mexico, also has declared 
war, 

Pershing Continues Operatlona. 
Columbus, K. M., Juno 20.— United 
States cavalry detachments of General 
Tershlng are operating south and east 
of Xnniifiulpa base In pursuit of bands 
of Mexican marauders, according to 
apparently reliable reports received 
hero. It was .said General Pershing 
received reports of the presence of the 
bandits almost at the moment he re- 



ceived General Trovlno's warning that 
any niovemeiit of troops except north 
would bo c(Hisldered a hostile aCt. 
General I'ershing did not order the 
cnase until Monda.v. 

Will Soon Have Large Force. 
Wushlntrtoa. .Uine 20.— All the ma- 
chinery of the government was set In 
motion for what appears to be Inevi- 
table war Willi Mexlcb. 

Orders went forwurd to state mili- 
tia orgaidzalluns to recruit their ranks 
up to war strentgh. 

Preliminary roijorts from the states 
showed that while final arrangements 
are being made to concentrate the >'a- 
tioual Guard regiments at state con- 
centration camps to await the call 
from General Knnston. thousands of 
militia recruits are jolnlnt: tlie ranks. 
If this recruiting campaign contin- 
ues, army oillcers lielieve the National 
Guard nuiy he recruited to a strength 
of upward of 12r).000 before all the 
units are aHsend)UHl oa the Mexican 
border to Join I-'unston's present army 
of 50,000 for an Invasion of :\Iexlco la 
force. 

President Given Full Authority. 
Washington. .Tunc 20.— Full and 
coaipletd authority to use the Nation- 
al Guard us an olTonsIve arm In tlie 
Mexican campaign was deaumded of 
congress by President Wilson, 

Roth bouse and senate passed a res- 
olution placing the militia called Into 
service under the absolute authority 
of the federal government for use 
within or beyond the territorial limits 
of the United States. 

Secretary of War ISaker placed be- 
fore the legislative leaders of the 
Democratic majority In congress the 
wishes of the administration. He made 
it clear that the president demands a 
"clear title" to bis authority over the 
100,000 ndlltlamen called Into the fed- 
eral service. 

Supplies Sent to Border. 
Columbus, N. M., June 20.— The 
largest shipments of supplies in a sin- 
gle day's record of the punitive expe- 
dition departed this afternoon for the 
south. The truck train stretched Itself 
out of sight over the horizon before 
the last big car had left-tlds base. 

The gravity of the situation con- 
fronting General Pershing's colnmu 
was not uilnlndzed here by ofllclals. 
Special attention was given the mat- 
ter of rushing necessaries and means 
of rapid transportation to the front. 
Foremen of the machine shops and 
bosses of gangs of niecluiniclans were 
onlered to bend every effort to get the 
last motor truck Into working order 
for hnmedlate use. "■•■ 

Mexicans Threaten Texas City. 
San Antonio. Tex., June 20.— Del 
Uln, Tex.. Is threatened wlth'n, Sloxlcan 
attack, and Gen. Henry A. Greene, in 
couiuHUHKof ihat district of thc'.border 
patrol, has rushed a battalion 'of .In- 
fantry by motor truck from I-^agle 
Pass to re-enforce the Del Itio garrK 
fion. The meuaclng force Is believed 
to he eomposod In part at least of Car- 
ranzii soldiers. 

Friendly ^iexlcans brought In the 
report that l.noO armed men, part of 
them Jlexlcans, part Yacpil Indians, 
were coiieeatrated *10 miles below Del 
Itio ami nu>vlng north with the object 
of attacking that Texas town either 
tonight or tomorrow night. 

Americans Told to Withdraw. 
Nogales. Ariz., June 20. — Auu>rlcan 
Consul Slinplch has telegraphed all 
Americans In northwest Souoni as fol- 
lows: ".Slate department warns you 
to withdraw lannedlately." 

Consul Slmplcb closed the consul- 
ate tonight and tqok all the archives 
to the American side of the border, 
pursuant to Instructions from the state 
department. 

Fear Action by Oapan. 
Washington, Juno 20. — Apprehen- 
slou is felt here over the effect prob- 
able intervention In Mexico will have 
on Japan's relations with China. The 
fear has been expressod that Japan 
would intervene in Cldna whenever 
the United States attempted to sup- 
press anarchy In Mexico. 

Guardsmen Relieve Regulars. 
Columbus, X. M., June 20.— The New 
Mexico National Guard, recently 
nnistered Into federal service, Is be- 
ing prepared to take over the routine 
duties of camp vacated by the First 
battalion of the Twentieth Infantry, 
which left for Kl Paso on rush orders. 
National Guard outfits are slated to 
take over also the assignment of sup- 
plying guards for motor truck trains 
which ply over the long rojid to Naml- 
qulpa, relieving regular army troops 
for locnl garrison use and assignment 
sonfli with the Pershing column, 
Americans In Mexico, 
El Paso, Tex., Jtme 20.— The number 
of Americans remaining In Mexico is 
a source of serious concern to border 
repres(U] tat Ives of the state depart- 
ment who have received urgent orders 
from Washington to do everything In 
their power to get these Americans 
out of the country before the outbreak 
of war. 

One state department oflielal esti- 
mated the aimiber of Americans In 
Jlexico at -1,000. According to what Is 
considered the best Information avail- 
able, the following numbers of Ameri- 
cans are located at the following 
places: JIoxIco City, 1,200; Taiapico, 
800; Zacateca.s. aoO; Chihuahua, 500;

"Having In view the posslhlllty of further at,'grcsslon upon the territory 
of the United .States and the necessity for the proper protection of that fron- 
tier, tlie president has thought proper to exercise the authority vested In him 
hy the Constitution and the laws and call out ihe orgiinlzed militia and the 
National Guard necessary for that purpose. 

"I am In consequence. Instructed by tho president to call Into the service of 
the United States through you. the following units of the organized mlUtla 

and the Katloiial Guard of the state of which Uie president 

directs shall be ftssembled at tlie state mobilization point (or at 

the place to be designated to you by the commanding general, eastern depart- 
ment), for muster Into the service of tlie United Stales. 

"Organizations to be accepted Into the federal service should have the 
mlnlmuai pence strength now prescribed for organized militia. Tlie maximum 
strength at which orgiinlzntlons will be accepted and to which tliey should he 
raised &» soon as possible Is prescribed In section No. 2, "Tables of Organiza- 
tion,'* ULlted States army. 

"la CAse any regiment, battalion or squadron, now recognized ns such, 
contalaja an Insufllclent number of organlznlloiis lo enable It to conform to 
muster u> regular, army organization tables, the organizations necessary to 
completfs such units may be moved to mobilization camp and Uiere Inspected 
under or^Jers of the department commander to determine lltness for recognition 
as organized hy tho war department. 

"Cir.nilnr 10, division ol nillltla afTnirs, 1014, proscribes the organizations 
desired troni each state as part of the local tactical division, and only these 
organlzanlons will he accepted Into service." .

Senator James Hamilton Lewis of 
nilnols was Invited to the platform to 
make an addess at 12:12 a. m. "I do 
not like to Impose upon your time," 
said Senator Lewis. ';i beg you will 
excuse me and I express my sincere 
tlmnks."

Sprlngdeld, HI.— Illinois soldiers are 
on their way to take part In tjie Mexi- 
can troulile. Following Governor 
Dunne's mobilization order of Sunday, 
nbout 8,000 Guardsmen have come 
here to the state camp nnd now await 
orders from the war department to 
proceed to the southern border. 

Late Sunday Governor Dunne re- 
ceived word from Secretary of War 
Baker asking hlni to caH out ail but 
two Infimtry/ rogiinonts of the Guard. 
Things began to bum here. Through 
Adjt. Gen. Frank S. Dickson the ko\'- 
crnor began Issnlng tho mobilization 
orders to the various units of state 
Foldlery. An all-night conference took 
Iilnco at the eiecntlve mansion. 

By Monday morning war fever had 
hit Illinois with a jolt. The whole 
state was In a bustle of preparation. 

Shortly after Sunday midnight, 
e\ery trooper of the First Cavalry of 
Chicago had been notified by special- 
delivery letter to appear for mobiliza- 
tion. 

United States postal special carriers 
nt Clilcago worked all niglit delivering 
suminonses to the men and oliicers. 

Ordered to Springfield. 
■ When Governor Dumie In conference 
with General Dickson and his staff 
liad concluded the schedule of mobiliza- 
tion, the following detachments were 
ordered to rush to Sprlngfiei^l: 

First cavalry, Col. Milton J. Forman.. 

First Brigade, comprising First In- 
fantry, Coi. JoHopli Sanborn; second 
Infantry, Col. John ,T. Garrlty; Sev- 
enth infantry, Col. Daniel Morhirty. 

Second brigade, comprising Fourth 
Infantry, Col. B. .7, Lung; Third In- 
fantry, Coi. Charles 11. Groerie, Au- 
rora; Kighth infantry, CoU Frank DlinI-" 
son. ...

Two Regiments Remain. 

Under the orders of the secretary of 
war two regiments will not be called. 
These are the Fifth Infantry. Col. 
Frank S. Wood. Quincy; Sixth In- 
fantry, Col. Charles G. Davis, Geneseo. 

At first Governor Dunne believed It 
best to concentrate the Clilcago troops 
at Fort Sheridan and the down-stato 
troops at Springfield. Later this was 
changed and all troops were sent to 
the capital. 

Kurller it was reported only two bat^ 
terles of field artillery would go. but 
tlie blllclal order to General Dickson 
called for two battalions, embracing 
the four Clilcago batteries nnd tlie 
Champaign battery. 

One clumge was made after the re- 
ceipt of the first order. The Third 
Regiment of Aurora was slated to stay 
at home, but was substituted for tlie 
Fifth of Qnliicy because tho Fifth 
lucks two companies of Its- full 
strength. 

Reply to President.

All railroads leading to Springfield 
wore Immediately notified to expect 
Instant entralnraont. 

Five hundred men of the First In- 
fnntry of Chicago had camped Satur- 
day night at Camp Logan. Sunday 
they niarclied more than 15 miles be- 
fore, a motion picture camera. They 
arrived In the Northwestern station at 
Chicago late at night and heard the 
news.

GENERAL PERSHING NOTIFIED 



General Trevlno Serves Notice on 
American Commander After Receiv- 
ing Order From "First Chief- 
Mexicans Raid Border Town. 

Chihuahua City, Mex.. Juno 19.^- 
Gen. Juclnto Trevlno, commanding the 
Carranzlsta army of the north, advised 
General Persliing, American expedi- 
tionary commander, that any move- 
ment of Amerlcuu troops from their 
present lines to the soutli, east or 
west would be considered u hostile act 
nnd a signal to commerice warfare. 
General Trevlno acted upon specific 
Instructions from General Carranza. 

Washington. June 10.— President 
Wilson virtually completed his reply 
to the Carranza note. Itenewed border 
raids nud tlie antl-Mexlcan demon- 
strations In Mexico have not altered 
Mr. Wilson's iletermlnatlon tliat In- 
tervention will come only If It is forced 
by the acts of Carranza or through his 
failure to exercise control over his 
unny or people. 

The note contains no statement It 
Is said, that sliould arouse hostility. 
unless Carranza Is deliberately set 
upon bringing on u clash with tho 
United States. 

The note reiterates the declaration 
that the United States forces will re- 
main In the borderland of Mexico 
until there remains no probability of 
bandit raids In American territory. 

There was no confirmation of tho 
report from EI Paso that General Ga- 
ylra had been executed In Mexico 
City, charged with treason for having 
entered into an unautliorlzed confer- 
ence with General Pershing. . •■'■'■ 

San Antonio. Tex., June 19. — MnJ. 
Alonzo Gray led his little command of 
cavalry across tlie river Into Mexico 
In search of the bandits who made a 
raid on his camp at Son IgnaclOr but 
remained on Mexican soil only two 
hours.

There were no American casualties, 
according to a report from the Kherld 
at Norin received by General Bell. 
Three automobile trucl(S with n de- 
tachmcnt of soldiers have been rushed 
to re-enforce the civilian pmrd. 

Gen. George Bell, Jr., commander of 
the brigade stationed here for tho pro- 
tection of El Paso and tlic border In 
tho Immediate vicinity. Issued or- 
ders to assemble the entire force. Tho 
only explanation for the order was 
that unusual activity on tlic part of 
tho Carranza garrison at Juarez had 
been noticed throughout the day:

The total number of troops in Gen- 
eral Bell's command U approximately 
a.DOO, Including several pieces of 
heavy artillery. lie Is satisfied that 
the. situation can be controlled with- 
out serious danger to Ufo or property 
in El Paso, 

It was asserted that the expedition- 
ary command Is amply prepared to 
care for itself In any eventuality.
